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The publication is a 34 page log of social media conversations between an adult man and a young 
teenage girl, within the context of a family relationship, that takes place over a period of several 
months. 


The publication promotes and supports the sexual exploitation of young persons and is evidence 
of actual child abuse. The two parties refer to sexual acts that have taken place between them and 
the man grooms her to perform further sexual acts for him, resorting to coercion at points when 
she is reluctant. 


The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act on the 
application of the classification criteria. The finding of "objectionable" is a reasonable limitation 
on freedom of expression. The purpose of the Films, Videos and Publications Classification Act, 
and s3(2(a)) in particular, is to protect young and vulnerable members of society.
